Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  the  services  provided  for  the  population,  of  the  district  in  1951. 

The  vital  statistics,  as  shown  in  Section  A  of  the  report,  reveal  no  extreme 
variation  from  those  of  1950.  The  estimated  mid  year  population  of  20,830 
was  an  increase  of  600  over  the  previous  year.  Considering  this  increase  in 
population  in  the  light  of  the  increased  number  of  separate  dwellings,  viz. 
4,978 — 4,943=35,  one  wonders  in  what  manner  the  increased  population  are 
housed.  There  can  be  but  one  answer,  and  that  is  the  number  of  caravan 
dwellings  which  appear  to  spring  up  in  various  parts  of  the  district  overnight. 

The  number  of  births  and  the  birth-rate  have  again  fallen — a  small 
decrease,  but  a  continuation  of  the  slow  decline  which  was  commented  upon 
in  last  years’  report,  noticeable  since  1946.  The  total  number  of  deaths  (211) 
and  the  death-rate  (11.35)  show  only  a  slight  variation  from  1950.  Of  the 
total  number  of  deaths  (211)  rather  more  than  one  fourth  (60)  were  over  80 
years  of  age,  and  of  this  number  of  60,  31  passed  their  last  days  in  their  own 
or  relatives’  homes,  the  remainder  dying  in  hospitals  of  various  types  or  in 
other  welfare  accommodation.  The  independence  of  the  aged  person,  and 
the  attachment  to  their  homes  is  often  passed  belief,  when  one  visits  a  home 
of  an  aged  person,  living  alone  and  with  little  or  no  assistance  to  carry  on 
household  duties,  there  is  a  picture  sometimes  of  squalor.  One  knows  from 
experience  that  the  offer  of  help  from  official  sources  is  often  scorned — scorn 
born  of  the  independence  these  aged  persons  have,  and  wariness  of  the  outsider. 
It  is  in  this  field  that  I  think  so  much  of  the  saying  “Help  thy  neighbour’’ — and 
it  would  be  true  to  say  that  the  aged  person  often-times  permits  the  neighbour 
to  enter  the  house  with  a  different  spirit  and  a  different  approach.  The 
National  Assistance  Act  of  1948  gives  particular  powers  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  but  they  are  powers  which  I,  personally,  endeavour 
wholeheartedly  not  to  use. 

Again  in  1951  there  was  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  in  the 
district. 

The  housing  problem  remains  most  difficult,  and  the  ultimate  solution 
far  distant  in  time.  Part  and  parcel  of  this  housing  problem  is  the  large 
number  of  caravans  and  other  moveable  and  immoveable  dwellings  that  are 
dotted  about  the  countryside.  As  temporary  dwellings  there  is  little 
objection,  but  temporary  applied  in  a  large  percentage  of  cases  would  appear 
to  be  a  very  elastic  word.  Control  of  the  largest  “moveable  dwelling  area” 
is  most  difficult,  as  all  members  of  the  Council  know  too  well.  The  site  has 
no  satisfactory  water  supply  to  individual  dwellings,  and  sanitation  is  variable 
in  its  application.  Numbers  of  these  caravan  dwellers  have  children,  and 
living  must  be  most  difficult.  Action  will  have  to  be  taken  at  some  time. 

The  extension  of  piped  water  throughout  the  district  continues  to  be 
foremost  in  the  minds  of  the  Council,  and  although  negotiations  are  often 
protracted,  one  can  visualise  in  the  not  very  distant  future  the  realisation  of 
schemes. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Nutting  for  his  loyal  co-operation  during  the 
year,  and  his  comments  on  environmental  services  under  Sections  C,  D  and 
E,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
wholehearted  efforts  to  maintain  and  improve  the  services  to  the  community.

Area  comparability  factors  for  births  and  deaths  have  been  provided  by 
the  Registrar-General.  These  factors  allow  for  the  differing  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population  in  different  areas,  and  may  be  used  to  compare 
birth  and  death  rates  with  those  in  other  areas. 

Population 

At  the  30th  June,  the  population  of  the  district  was  estimated  by  the 
Registrar- General  to  be  20,830,  an  increase  of  600  over  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  The  estimate  is  of  the  total  “home”  population,  and  includes 
members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  district. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  district  for  the  year  was  319, 
compared  with  336  in  1950,  and  the  birth  rate  of  15.31  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  was  lower  by  1.30  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 
After  applying  the  comparability  factor,  however,  the  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
16.08  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (15.5).

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  was  211,  six  more 
than  in  1950,  but  the  death  rate  of  10.13  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
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remained  the  same.  When  the  area  comparability  factor  of  1.12  has  been 
applied,  the  adjusted  death  rate,  11.35,  compares  favourably  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales.

The  death  rate  of  these 
infants,  25.08  per  1,000  live  births,  was  lower  than  the  rates  for  1950  and  for 
England  and  Wales  (29.76  and  29.6  respectively).

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Coventry,  has  again  undertaken  all 
bacteriological  examinations  relating  to  milk,  food  and  water  samples  and 
to  the  control  of  infectious  diseases. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin  can  be  obtained  by  any  general 
practitioner  on  application  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  or  from  any 
general  hospital  in  the  area. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  nursing  staff  position  was  better  than  the  previous  year,  whilst 
total  number  of  calls  upon  the  services  of  the  home  nurses  remained  about 
the  same  as  1950.

The  Centres  are  staffed  by  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  County  Council,  together  with  local  voluntary  workers.  Con¬ 
siderably  more  mothers  and  babies  took  advantage  of  the  free  transport  to 
the  Centres,  an  increase  of  60%  being  recorded  in  the  number  transported.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  Council  continue  in  their  efforts  to  take  water  mains  to 
an  ever  increasing  number  of  parishes.  The  progress,  of  course,  is  not  rapid, 
but  it  is  done  as  quickly  as  is  reasonably  possible  in  view  of  the  shortage  of 
materials,  and  other  well  known  difficulties  .  During  the  year  water  mains 
were  taken  to  the  parishes  of  Ansty  and  Shilton,  but  it  is  only  a  stand-tap 
supply,  with  a  few  exceptions  such  as  public  houses,  a  school  and  a  cafe.  As 
these  places  are  frequented  by  the  public  and  in  the  interests  of  hygiene  it 
was  deemed  desirable  that  these  premises  should  be  directly  connected  to  the 
water  mains.  It  is  hoped  that  before  very  long  the  water-undertakers  (i.e. 
the  City  of  Coventry)  will  be  able  to  tell  us  that  all  individual  premises  may 
have  a  separate  connection  to  the  water  main. 

In  1951,  68  connections  were  made  to  properties  from  the  water  mains. 

In  those  parts  of  the  district  served  by  water  mains  the  quality  and  quan¬ 
tity  have  been  satisfactory.  In  some  of  those  areas  relying  on  shallow  wells 
there  has  been  no  widespread  complaint  of  quality  or  quantity.  There  has 
however  been  requests  from  areas  not  served  by  water  mains  for  a  mains 
supply  to  be  taken  to  the  area,  and  in  the  northern  part  of  the  area  and  in  the 
extremity  of  the  southern  part  of  the  district  there  is  a  real  need  for  mains 
water  as  the  samples  taken  from  wells  indicate  the  water  as  being  unfit  for 
drinking.  There  are  schools  in  the  areas  in  real  need  of  mains  water. 
Fortunately  the  Council  has  schemes  under  consideration  for  these  parishes 
which  are  Burton  Hastings,  Wolvey  and  Wolfhampcote.  Those  parts  of  the 
district  covered  by  water  mains  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  City  of 
Coventry,  the  Borough  of  Rugby  and  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Bedworth. 
Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  monthly  by  the  department  and  so  far  have 
always  been  satisfactory.  Without  doubt,  the  three  water  undertakings 
quoted  above  exercise  all  the  necessary  care. 

A  further  scheme  will  be  started  in  1952  whereby  the  parish  of  Clifton- 
upon-Dunsmore  will  get  a  better  mains  supply  than  it  does  at  present 
(from  a  pressure  point  of  view)  and  from  there  the  scheme  will  be  extended 
to  serve  the  parishes  of  Newton  and  Churchover — these  latter  two  rely  on 
wells  and  rams  at  the  present.  The  table  below  gives  the  estimated  pro¬ 
portion  of  houses  in  each  parish  that  are  supplied  by  public  water  mains.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  560  visits  in  relation  to 
drainage.  These  included  visits  to  the  parish  of  Binley  where  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  the  sewering  of  the  parish,  so  long  essential,  is  at  last  under  way,  and 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  whole  scheme  is  completed.  In  addition 
it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  start  has  been  made  on  the  sewering 
of  Clifton-upon-Dunsmore.  These  are  important  matters,  which  today  are 
expected,  taken  for  granted,  and  regarded  as  commonplace,  yet  it  is  a  highly 
satisfactory  achievement  for  the  Council. 

Public  Cleansing 

Apart  from  a  few  hamlets,  there  is  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  through¬ 
out  the  district.  Complaints  are  few  indeed  which  suggests  that  the  work  is 
carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  This  is  rather  significant  when  one 
realises  the  unattractiveness  of  this  essential  service. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

28  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  but  no  instance  arose  where 
formal  action  had  to  be  taken.  An  informal  approach  usually  secured  a 
remedy. 

Shops  and  Offices 

The  majority  of  the  shops  in  the  rural  district  are  small  family  concerns 
with  the  family  living  at  the  rear  of  the  premises.  20  visits  were  made  but  no 
necessity  for  formal  action  arose.  It  is  regretted  that  the  heavy  calls  on  the 
inspectorial  staff  have  precluded  them  giving  as  much  attention  as  they  would 
have  liked  to  the  shops,  though  generally  the  shops  are  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 
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Camping  Sites 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  district  and  both  have  mains  water 
supplies  and  water  closets  and  no  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  from 
them.  They  are  reasonably  well  maintained.  We  have  many  temporary 
buildings  and  caravans  mainly  occupied  by  people  who  have  been  compelled 
by  circumstances  beyond  their  control  to  inhabit  these  sub-standard  temporary 
dwellings.  Many  of  them  are  in  dire  need  of  housing  accommodation  and 
in  many  instances  it  is  a  last  resort. 

Smoke  Abatement 

There  are  few  industrial  premises  in  the  district  and  no  complaint  or 
necessity  arose  calling  for  action  by  the  department. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  pool  open  to  the  paying  public  and 
this  is  attached  to  a  licensed  hotel.  Alterations  and  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  department.  The  water  is  filtered  and 
chlorinated. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

The  department  was  not  called  upon  during  1951  to  take  action  under 
this  heading. 

Canal  Boats 

Canal  boats  inspected  and  found  satisfactory  during  1951  totalled  8. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  methods  of  rodent  eradication  in  the  area  are  those  recommended 
by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  It 
will  be  recalled  that  in  the  1950  report  reference  was  made  to  the  fact  that 
“if  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  are  to  be  carried  out  in  their  entirety  it 
may  well  be  that  the  Council  will  be  asked  to  increase  the  personnel  engaged 
on  this  work”.  In  considering  this  matter  a  decision  was  reached  deferring 
the  appointment  of  additional  personnel  and  the  work  to  be  re-arranged. 
Thus  the  free  service  which  we  used  to  give  to  domestic  premises  has  been 
discontinued.  The  one  wholetime  officer  on  this  work  systematically  and 
regularly  treats  the  sewers  and  refuse  tips,  and  advises  occupiers  of  domestic 
premises.  Charges  are  made  for  services  at  business  premises. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  pests 

(Threshing  and  dismantling  of  ricks)  Regulation  1950 

Every  farmer  in  this  district,  and  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  every 
threshing  contractor  operating  in  this  area  was  sent  a  copy  of  the  above 
regulations  so  that  they  could  not  plead  ingorance  of  them  or  their  provisions. 
The  aid  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Rugby  Branch  of  the  National  Farmers  Union 
was  also  enlisted.  One  of  the  provisions  is  that  no  rick  shall  be  threshed 
without  having  closely  meshed  wire  entirely  surrounding  the  base  of  the  rick 
to  prevent  the  escape  of  rats. 

I  regret  to  state  that  five  cases  occurred  where  this  was  not  being 
practised.  All  were  warned,  and  one  was  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  who  issued  a  written  warning  to  the  threshing  contractor  and  the 
farmer.

During  1951,  79  visits  of  inspection  were  made  and  Licences  were  issued. 

Inspections  and  Visits  made 

The  total  complaints  recorded  was  71  and  these  were  investigated.  Where 
the  complaint  was  justified  action  was  taken.  Inspections,  interviews  and 
visits  of  all  descriptions  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  totalled  4353. 

152  informal  notices  were  served  and  223  statutory  notices.  As  re¬ 
ported  in  previous  years  a  great  deal  of  work  is  done  informally,  and 
particularly  so  after  consultations  with  the  owner  or  agent  of  the  property.

HOUSING 

To  state  the  housing  situation  remains  a  great  and  grave  problem  is 
merely  to  state  the  obvious.  The  list  of  applicants  continues  to  expand, 
and  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  by  the  Council  also  continues  to 
increase,  but  the  demand  still  exceeds  the  supply. 

Dotted  throughout  the  district  there  are  temporary  huts  and  caravans, 
nearly  all  sub-standard,  but  representing  the  best  the  unfortunate  occupiers 
can  do  for  themselves.  Often  the  reasons  for  their  resorting  to  caravans  and 
huts  etc.,  are  pitiable  and  in  some  instances,  tragic.  Many  applicants  for 
houses  are  living  in  rooms,  often  overcrowding  the  house,  some  wish  to  have 
a  family  but  dare  not  as  that  would  involve  them  being  asked  to  leave  their 
rooms.  The  Council  took  over  four  Army  camps  which  became  occupied  by 
squatters,  and  although  the  Council  have  carried  out  some  improvements 
the  hutments  are  sub-standard.  One  camp  at  Dunchurch  has  been  cleared 
due  to  the  Council  re-housing  the  occupiers ;  a  second  one  at  Monks  Kirby  has, 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  only  one  hutment  occupied,  and  from  the 
other  two  at  Ryton-on-Dunsmore  and  Stretton-on-Dunsmore,  the  Council 
have  re-housed  many  deserving  cases  into  permanent  Council  houses.  The 
only  answer  seems  to  build  more  and  more  Council  houses  for  those  people 
unable  to  build  or  buy  a  house  for  themselves. 

Thus  whilst  emphasis  must  rightly  be  placed  on  the  building  of  new 
houses  for  the  time  being,  there  are  many  ageing  properties  in  the  district 
which  could  properly  be  dealt  with  either  as  individually  unfit  houses  or 
under  clearance  area  procedure,  but  to  do  this  on  an  appropriate  scale  is  not 
practical  today  whilst  the  acute  housing  shortage  exists.  But  even  so  the 
Council  do  apply  these  measures  to  a  small  number  that  are  in  such  an  unsat¬ 
isfactory  condition  that  action  can  no  longer  be  delayed. 

The  department  continues  to  have  repairs  carried  out,  and  much  good 
work  is  done  in  this  way.

Meat  and  Food  Inspection
